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Reason for Allowance 

1 . Regarding claims 1-7, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a system comprising at least 
one transmitter processor on the first substrate and receiving data from the TMDS receiver, the 
transmitter processor being implemented by one of : a field programmable gate array (FPGA), 
and application specific integrated circuit (ASIC), and at least one wireless transmitter on the 
first substrate and receiving data from the transmitter processor for wireless transmission thereof, 
in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1. 

Regarding claims 11-13, and 15-18, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a digital video 
transmitter comprising a substrate holding the wireless transmitter and the transmitter processor, 
in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1 1 . 

Regarding claims 19-21, and 23, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a digital video 
receiver comprising a substrate holding the wireless receiver and the receiver processor, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 19.
